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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner has dully considered the Applicant's 
arguments but deems them unpersuasive. The Applicant argues that Tabor and Hastings are irrelevant prior art because they require soy 
protien whereas the claims have been amended to exclude soy protein. However, the Applicant has not shown that the limitations "whey 
protein" or "whey peptides" excludes soy proteins. See Ostlund etal. (US Pat. 5,550,166)., Column 5, line 56, Column 9, line 19 
(describing soy whey as containing protein). The Iclaims do not specifically indicate the source of the whey, as such, soy whey appears to 
be encompassed by the limitation. As such, Tabor and Hastings are not excluded as references. Further, the rejection herein is based on 
a combination of references, as such, the mere fact that Miller, Ostlund, Shimizu and Goldberg do not teach one or more aspects of the 
claimed invention is not sufficient to overcome the rejection. . 
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
